War Isn't Inevitable 


It's hard to find optimism in our 


relations with Russia, where the 
language gets worse the further we 
go, but it is a fact that with an tin- 


9 limited 
exchange of 
ideas 
and 


words—and abuse—the chance of 
immediate violence is considerably 
lessened. 


The 
international 
situation re- 


minds you of a rough-and-tumble 
neighborhood with a couple of char- 
acters whose distrust of one anoth- 
er is fabulous. But their words arc 
so numerous and harsh, and they 
arc so busy lining up their respect- 
ive friends and allies, they never 


., have time to actually fight. 
•' 
No informed person would be so 


foolish as to discount the possibil- 
ity of war, however; and therefore 
we have to keep on indefinitely 
with our American armament pro- 
gram. 


But still it is within the realm of. 


probabilities that no great and di- 
rect 
conflict between the United 


States and 
Russia will 
actually 


come off. The better prepared we 
arc, on land and sea and in the 


& air, the greater 
our 
protection 


™ against direct attack. 


These are your reflections, per- 


haps, as you read the account of 
yesterday's session around the Jap- 
anese peace treaty table in San 
Francisco. Andrei Gromyko, Soviet 
Russia's deputy foreign minister, 
was full of insolence and threats. 
But everything he 
suggested re- 


garding the treaty draft was voted 
down instantly and overwhelming- 
ly. 
«„ From her point of view, Russia 


now understands that the Western 
world is united and more or less 
armed—with additional arms com- 
ing. Russia knows that one actual 
blow means war. And war means 
utter dependence on satellites who 
have probably less love for Russia 
than our own allies have for us. It 
doesn't look like a good gamble 
and there's nothing in history to 
indicate Russia ever went to war 
deliberately except where the odds 
were overwhelmingly on her side. 


• 
Events can make a monkey out 


of anyone presuming to forecast on 
world relations. But it would do 
every American a certain amount 
of good to read a short history of 
Russia, both under the Czars and 
and the Soviets. Russia has always 
talked tough lo the big countries. 
But her only fighting excursions 
have been against supposedly weak 
neighbors—Sweden, centuries ago; 
Japan, at .the turn of this century; 
and Finland, on the eve of World 
tf .War II. .
